George Stephen was a Scot, born, ayesver 
f Ba

forded. Leaving school at the early 
ave of fourleen, he was apprenticed 
- to a draper and dealer in dry yroods 
in Aberdeen. Having complated his 
four years’ 
in tbe northern land, he made his 
way to London, where he joined a 
wellknown firm which still exists 
under the shadow of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral. 

It was the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury when George Stephen, then 31 
years of age, reached Canada in 
company with his cousin, Donald 
Smith (afterwards Lord Strathcona), 
In Montreal he entered the service 
of his cotfsin, William) Stephen, who 
was in the dry goods trade, and three 
years later he went into partnership 
under the style of William Stephen 
& Company. Years of stendy hard 
work followed. In 1862 the senior 
partner died, and George, acquiring 
the whole business, began to manu- 
facture cloth. This proved remuner- 
ative and he soon devoted his entire 
efforts to it, relinquishing the whole- 
sale trade. 

George Stephen was clected a di- 
rector of the Bank of Montreal, and 
in 1876 he was chosen as vice-presi- 
‘dent, and later as president. 

The name of Lord Mount Stephen 
will be chiefly remembered as bein 
associated with the conception and 
{the carrying to completion of the 
‘C.P.R., the pioneer transcontinental 
‘railway. He joined the small but 
Getermined and optimistic group of 
‘men who had accepted the offer of 
the Government to build the Can- 
ladian Pacific Railway. He was its 
first president in 1881, and the first 
annual report was printed on one 
isheet of notepaper and signed by 
'George Stephen. It was fitting that 
ihe should be its first president, for 
the had put his all into it, for one 
‘thing; for another, he had unrivalled 
driving power; and, again, he had 
genius for method and detail. 

A year after the completion of the 
C. P. R., George Stephen was cre- 
ated a baronet. He built himself a 
magnificent home on Drummond St., 
Montreal, in which he took great 

ride, especially in the conservatory, 

uilt after the English style, as well 
as in his pictures, to which he de- 
voted water attention. 

In thinking of the public welfare 
of the community, Sir George Ste- 
phen at that period displayed great 
gencrosity, 

Sir George siepnene resigned the 
presidency of the C. R. in 1888, 
in which he was Cara by the 
Jate Sir William Van ~-Horne, who 
consolidated, and at the same time 
extended the service and earnings 
of that reat corporation. Three 
years later, in 1891, he was created 
a baron by Queer Victoria, when he 
assumed the title. of Lord Mount 
Stephen, and crossed the Atlantic 
to settle down in England.

GOVT. RESIGNATIONS | 
“HAVE BEEN USUALLY 
JUST AFTER ELECT’N 


Ottawa, Dec. 7—The government 
having been decisively defeated, it 
becomes an interesting question as to 
when it will resign.: ‘The ancient con- 
stitutional practice was always to 
wait until parliament had decided the 
matter by a vote adverse to the min-|' 
istry. This rule was: first broken in 
1868 by Lord Beaconsfield, and — al- 
this action -was much crit- 
icized at the time—it being urged that 
the ministry was dependent upon and 
answerable to parliament and not to 
the electors--the precedent has been 
followed several’ times since. In Can- 
ada ‘there have been four resignations 
of the. ministry’ since confederation. 
Sir John Macdonald anticipating ‘an 
adverse vote .in connection with the’ 
Canadian” Pacifié railway scandal, re- 


-signed, and the ‘next ministry: dissol-]' 


ved parliament and were returned with 
a large majority.In the three other 
cases, the defeat. in each case being 
quite certain, the ministry accepted 
the verdict : of : “the electors and re- 
signed,. though ‘no doubt it was accel- 
erated in 1896 by the governor-general 
réfusing.to make any appointments on 
the recommendation of the defeated 


‘| government. ‘ 


-On the resignation of a ministry, it 
is tendered; to the governor _ general 
by. the premier,’ who advises who 
should be sent for to form the new 
ministry. If the person so sent for 
cannot form a ministry, he in turn 
recommends :someone else, but it is 
for the future premier to submit the 
names of the new cabinet to the gov- 
ernor general,

operations. Wages, the main factor; 
in transportation charges, whether | 
earned by actual service on the rail- 
ways or in providing fuel or 
supplies which they require, have yet 
to undergo drastic adjustment in or- 
der to make possible the restoration 
of normal conditions. 

Market conditions and threshing 
returns throughout the Dominion up 
to the close of October show very 
disappointing results for those engag- 
,ed in agriculture and stock-raising. 
‘A larger proportion of the crop than 
thad been anticipated was damaged 
seriously by inclement weather be- 
fore being threshed, and during the 
harvest period prices for all grades 
of grain declined sharply. The price 
jfor No. 1 Northern wheat in Septem- 
‘ber averaged 45.84 per cent. lower, 
and in October 50.19 per cent. lower 
than in the corresponding months a 
year ago.
